QuesBec, Sept. 29.—A letter from Father 

Fourmand, director of the St. Laurent Mission 


onthe Saskatchewan River, to Riei’s counsel 


in this city, is published. The writer draws a 
harrowing picture of the terribie destitution 
and suffering of the 260 balf-breed women and 
children in his mission in consequence of the 
killing, flight, or imprisonment of the male 
population. The women and children are 
obliged to shelter themselves in rude huts 
open to every wind; they are almost naked 
in the daytime, and without covering at night. 
They are without even the simplest articles of 
furniture. Their principal rood is nuts, as the 
miserable half rations with which they were 
supplied are exhausted, and, to crown all their 
misery, they have been told by the Govert- 
ment agents that there are no wore provisions 
to give them. Father Fourmand adds that if 
this is the last word of charity the Canadian 
Government has to say it is equivalent toa 
death-warrant, not only for these un- 
fertunate people but for the missionaries as 
well, as they have already shared their last bag 
of flour with the hungry women and children, 
all of whom will de dead from starvation de- 
fore long unless promptly relieved. In con- 
clusion be makes an imploring, desperate ap- 
peal to private charity for help. 

City OF Mexico, Sept. 29.— Rains continue 
throughout the Southern part of the Republic. 
The National Railway has experienced a bad 
washout between Celaya and San Miguel. On 
the Central Railway there are seven gangs of 
workmen, about 1,800 men in all, engaged in 
making repairs as fast as tho rains will permit. 
It is estimated that it will cost between $50,000 
and 878.000 repair the washouts.

STORM FURIES. 


TERRIBLE HAVOC CREATED BY THE WIND 
IN THE UPPER MISSOURI VALLEY—RAIN 
IN ILLINOIS, 

BISMARCK, Dak., Sept. 29.—[Special.]—A ter- 
rific wind-storm struck the Upper Missouri Val- 
ley, about 200 miles north of this city, yester- 
day, and reports received show that its vio- 
lence bas not been equaled by any storm of 
the season. Striking a cattle range it demol- 
ished a ranch and sheds and fatally wounded 
William Riley, a herder. Fifty miles north- 
west of that point an Indian camp was swept 
away, two squaws being seriously injured. 
The storm spent its force in a sparsely-settled 
portion of the upper valley, and did no dam- 
age to towns or grain. A boat in the river, oc- 
cupied by two hunters, was capsized, but both 
men were saved. 

MARSHALL, III., Sept. 29.—|Special.}—Rain 
has been falling here almost incessantly since 
early yesterday morning. All the creeks are 
much swollen, and the corn in the bottoms 
will be greatly damaged, it is feared. Farmers 
in the Wabash River bottom are apprehensive 


of afreshet if the rain continues. This will 
cause the loss of thousands of bushels of corn. 

BRIDGEPORT, III., Sept. 29.—/|Special.]|—Hain 
has been falling heavily and continuously for 
forty-eight hours, and there are no signs of its 
ceasing. It was much needed. Ali water- 
courses are booming. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Sept. 29.—At least thir- 
teen inches of rain have fallen in the last nine- 
ty-six hours, and the roads are so wasbed out 
that the railroad people think it unsafe to send 
out any but work-trains. No trains have ar 
rived in this city since last night except from 
the south. The officers are unaple to give any 
estimate of the loss.

This morning 
the floor was strewn with sulphur, sections of 
chairs, table’, sheives, glass, and stones, and it 
Was an exultant crowd that gazed on the 
wreck of this once aoti-small-pox institution 
today and complimented their comrades of last 
night on the success of their endeavors. 

Mr. L. R. Baridon’s drug store, some thirty 
doors west of this house, also received atten- 
tion trom the mob to the extent of about $500, 
because Mr. Baridon happened to sell vaccine. 
During the storming of his store he tried to es- 
cape by aside door, but the crowd saw him 
and he had to seek refuge inside. There are 
two holes in his piate-giass ‘windows, which 
evidently are made by pistol bails, showing 
that some of the crowd were armed.

ANOTHER POISONING MYSTERY. 


KANSAS’. FERTILE SOIL FURNISHES | THE 
CASE OF A YOUNG MAN CHARGED WITH 
KILLING HIS SWBETHEART—A CLOSE CALL 
WITH A MOB. 

Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 29.—| Special. 1—

About 10 o' clock 
astring of men passed around the square, 
down to the jail building, and demanded that 
the jail be opened. After afew words Sheriff 
Chandler opened the doors and allowed the 
visitors to continue their search, which, of 
course, proved unsuccessful. They then de- 
manded the keys to the upper story, when the 
Sheriff pulled his gun and told them if they 
went up-stairs they would cross his dead body. 
The mob, taking him at his word, left and 
searched several private residences and public 
buildings, but did not find Wayne. Sheriff 
Chandler then raised a posse of men and drove 
the mob across the creek. Then he returned 
and hustled the prisoner to Wyandotte for safe- 
keeping. 

A reporter visited the prisoner this morn- 
ing, who, after much hesitancy, made the fol- 
lowing statement: I have known Miss Mu- 
ton several years, and we were to have been 
married Sunday, Sept. 13. Saturday, the day 
before the wedding was to have taken place, 
she died. Suspicion pointed to me because I 
had purchased strychnine to poison dogs. I 
am not guilty of the crime, and all I ask is to 
have a fair trial.“ 

The prisoner then stated that he and Miss 
Milton bad had no quarrel, and that the 
family was not prejudiced against him. 
He is confident of acquittal, but stands in fear 
of mob violence. He is about 30 years old, 
and has always bornea good reputation. There 
is mystery surrounding the girl’s death which 
has not yet been penetrated. 


OHIO RIVER COMMISSION. 


IT HOLDS ITS FOURTEENTH ANNUAL MEET- 
5 ING AT PITTSBURG. 

Pirrssura, Pa., Sept. 29.—The fourteenth 
annual meeting of the Ohio River Commission, 
composed of five members from each of the 
seven States tributary to the Ohio River, was 
held here today. The attendance was small, 
only seven members, representing the States 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Kentucky, being 
present. In the morning the commission visit- 
ed Davis Island dam, which is neariy com- 
pleted, and at 3 o’clock this afternoon returned 
to the city and held a lengthy session. 
George H. Thurston of Pittsburg, Chairman 
of the Executive Committeo, submitted his re- 
port. which will be presented to Congress. In 
it he congratulates the commission on the im- 
provements made on the Obio River since tho 
commission was formed, and advocates in 
strong terms the appropriation of from $4,000,- 
000 to $6,000,000 a year for ten or fifteen years 
until the stream is navigable at all seasons 
trom the headwaters to the mouth. 
Resolutions were then adopted urging the Gen- 
eral Government to construct movable dams 
similar to the Davis Island dam as far as 
Wheeling, W. Va.; recommending to Congress 
the purchase of siack water improvements 
where held from all corporations upon the 
tributaries of the Ohio River; and protesting 

nst the encroachments of railroads on the 
shore lines. Tho commission adjourned to 
meet at Washington in January next.

Good Men Kicked Out to Make Way for 
Ward Strikers—General News 
from Washington. 


Wasuinaron, D. C., Sept. 29.— Special. 
The first part of Congressman Morrison's pro- 
gram for the remaining Chicago offices has 
been carried out. The State Department was 
notified this afternoon to make out the com- 
mission of James T. Healy 4s United States 
Sub-Treasurer. It remains to be seen whether 
Col. Morrison’s recommendation that Gen. 
Lieb shall be appointed Appraiser will also be 
adopted. The friends of the rival candidates 
forthe Appraisership insist that there isa 
“hitch,” and that if Gen. Lieb was to be ap- 
pointed he would have béen designated at 
the same time that Healy was, and that 
Col. Morrison’s slate would have been accept- 
ed as af entirety. In this respect the wishes 
of Gen. Lieb’s rivals are undoubtedly the 
father to the thourht."" There was no under- 
standing that the two appointments should be 
made at once, nor does it necessarily follow 
that Gen. Lieb is not to be appointed because 
he was not designated for appointment today. 
Very strong influences are being brought to 
bear upon the President to prevent Lieb's ap- 
pointment. Perhaps the strongest argument 
now used by his opponents is that de 
has never bad practical experience as 
a merchant, and for that reason 
does not come up to the commercial standard 
which the President established for this office. 
To that it may very readily be said that Gen. 
‘Lieb knows quite as much about imported 


merchandise as a very large percentage of the 
gentiemen in the list of candidates. Malcolm 
McKee is confident that Lieb will not be ap- 


pointed and thinks still that he will secure the 


place. He considers that his mercantile rec- 
ommendations are of such a character that the 
President cannot ignore them. It is clear 
that the object of Morrison in making 
the recommendation he did was to 
get more politics into the Chicago offices than 
had been put there by the appointment ol 
Marsh, or Seeberger, or Mrs. Mulligan, or Rens- 
selaer Stone, and in selecting Healy, whom 
Co men Lawier and Ward both were urg 
ing for Postmaster at the very time that Judd’s 
commission was made out, and by choosmg 
Lieb as a representative of the working po- 
litical Germans, something might be done to 
give strength to the demoralized Democratic 
machine.

His wives had grown old with 
him. They would retain their covenants. If 
he should abjure he could not look his wives 
and children in the face. His brethren, friends, 
and neighbors, whose opinions he respect- 
ed, would look on him with indig- 
nation and scorn. He would be 
ostracized, looked down upon, and 
dishonored in the community. Judge Zane 
told him polygamy had always been against 
the law; no matter when entered into, it was 
an illegal relation; that it didn't speak well for 
the moral courage of aman to claim to be a 
citizen of a country, claiming the protection of 
its laws, yet be afraid on account of iocal 
prejudice to support those laws which thou- 
sands of good men had laid down their lives to 
maintain. The sentence was the full extent of 
the jaw—six months’ imprisonment and $300 
fine and costs.

$1650 and no imprisonment.

A MASSACHUSETTS “FALSE- HEIR” sir 
WHICH IN SOME RESPECTS RESEMBLES 
A FAMOUS CHICAGO SUIT. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 29.—(|Special.]|—A 
strange case came before Judge Allen today. 
George Phipps died some years ago, leaving 
$26,000 in trust for his son, George H. Phipps, 
the money to go to the children of the latter 
after his death; but if he should not 
then have issue, to go to certain grand- 
children. The son married in 1879 and died 
in 1883. His wife having meanwhile borne him 
no children, the money was regarded as be- 
longing to the other heirs, but in August, 1884, 
eight .montbs after her husband's death, Mrs.

IMPORTANT ELECTRICAL DISCOVERY. 


The Dauntless Shows Up at Last—A 
Bare-Knuokle Fight of Fifty- 


Sr. Lots, Mo., Sept. 29.-—|Special.)—The 
National Convention of Sportemen began its 
session in this city today. There were nearly

A TEXAS BUTCHERY. 


FIENDS LITERALLY CARVE FOUR PEOPLE 
WITH AN AX—A SUSPECTED PERSON AB- 
RESTED. 

Austin, Tex., Sept. 29.—A horrible tragedy 
was enacted Monday night in a shanty in the 
rear of Mr. W. B. Dunham’s premises on 
Guadaloupe street. Orange Washington, Gertie 
Vance, Patsy Gibson, and Lucinda Roddy, 
and all servante in Mr. 
Dunham’s family, were murdered 
in their beds. The assasins entered the room 
of the sleeping occupants through a window, 
and before any of them awoke succeeded in 
striking all four of them on the head with an 
ax. Seizing Gertie Vance, they dragged her 
through a window, threw her over a fence, 
then pulled her through weeds across a vacant 
lot to a rear stable. At this place she must 
have recovered consciousness, as evidences of 
a death-struggie are abundant. She was, how- 
ever, overpowered and her head battered 
toa jelly with a brick. Then, apparently, 
while she was strusgimg between life and 
death, the villains outraged her. While this 
horror was being enacted Lucinda Boddy, re- 
covering somewhat from the blow she had re- 
ceived, regained sufficient strength to get up 
and light a lamp in the shanty. One of the as- 
sasins, seeing the light, returned, and sticking 
bis head in the window, cursed the woman and 
ordered her to put out the light. Atseeing bim 
she screamed and ran from the building. He 
leaped through the window, put the light out, 
and followed and overtook the fleecing woman, 
Just as she got to the front gate there was an- 
other desperate struggle, during which Mr. 
Dunham, who was awakened by the woman's 
screams, threw open his front door. Not know- 
ing that murder bad been committed, and 
thinking the disturbance was a simple row, he 
leveled bis gun at them without any intention 


of shooting and ordered them to cease their 


noise. The woman bya desperate struggle 
freed herseif from the assasin, and running to 
Mr. Dunham threw her arms around him 
and implored his protection, saying the 
man had murdered every one in the shanty. 
The murderer fied. Gertie Vance was dead 
when found. Orange Washington died. at an 
early hour yesterday morning. Patsy Gibson 
and Lucinda Boddy are in the hospital. There 
are hopes that Lucinda wul recover, but no 
hopes for Patsy. All the victims were terribly 
gashed about the head and face. Doc Wood, 
who is suspected of having committed the 
atrocious crime, was captured in a cotton-field 
eight miles from town last night. There was 
blood on his ciothing, and there is little doubt 
but hewas implicated in the crime.

They show what 
disposition was made ot the money of me firm 
of Grant & Ward, and the names of the parties 
who received it, and the amounts received by 
each one of them. One of these statements 
that 1 paid out from 1880 
to 1884 $683,000 for my personal 
account. It also shows that of this 
amount I invested $513,000 in teal estate and 
personal property, all of which I conveyed to 
Mr. Warner the morning after our failure, 
which property my assignee. is seeking to re- 
cover back from Mr. Warner for the benefit 
of my creditors. This leaves a balance 
or $120,000 expended by me in 
living expenses during these four years. But 
included in this sum is $129,000 received by me 
in dividends from the Evening Star mine, my 
individual property, besides other considerable 
sums received from other sources. This 
proves that none of the money of Grant & 
Ward has been .appropriated by me 
for my personal use in any way. Whatever 
wrong I bave committed in the transactions of 
the business of that firm has inured to the 
benefit of other people and not myself. But 
pending my trial, which is to come on next 
month, my counsel objects to my volunteering 
any statement of the names of the parties who 
have received this money. 

When Mr. Davies was asked tomake public 
the names of the persons referred to by Ward 
as having absorbed the Grant & Ward moneys, 
he said the amount was only $130,000, and of 
this sum $40,000 represented the profits in 
stock transactions by one man, A synopsis of 
the schedules furnished to Mr. Davies by Ward 
is as follows:

„There is nothing of a conspiracy about it,” 
gaid the head of a leading conservative dry- 
goods house, who was questioned concerning 
“No detalcation, nothing crim- 
mal in any way. It is an old story, and the 
same thing has probably been go- 
ing on for years in other estab- 
lishments. The whole story is that 
the person in charge of the cloak department 
at Jordan, Marsh & Co.’s, who acts as buyer 
and also fixes the selling price, has kept back 
the bills for goods purchased until they have 
reached a large aggregate sum, the house 
meantime having no knowledge of such out- 
standing accounts. Now there has come a 
pressure for payment on the part of the con- 
cerns from whom the goods were obtained, 
and the whole business comes to light. 
What was the purpose of withholding the 
bills in this manner?“ 

„ Simply the desire of the head of the cloak 
department to make a good showing for him- 
self. No money passed through his bands, and 
there was no chance for peculation or embez- 


glement. The only possible advantage it could 


bring him was the commendation of the mem- 
bers of the firm, whom he was deceiving, and 
perhaps an increase of salary in recognition of 
his valuable services, which were bringing in 
such large profits. I have known men to de- 
ceive even themselves in much the same way, 
and enjoy the fleeting satisfaction of im- 
agining their profits to be much greater 
than they were. Suppose, again, that the 
order was given to reduce the stock 
in a certain department—say by $50,000—and 
the sales, in spiteof all efforts of the one in 
charge, failed to produce the required result, 
what a temptation it would be for the head of 
the department, if not under close supervision, 
to keep back enough of the bills representing 
money owed for stock to balance the deficiency 
in sales, and thus make himself appear as hav- 
ing successfully carried out the order in its 
spirit by turning in the amount desired?“ 

“What caused the sudden collapse of this 
arrangement?“ 

It can hardly be called sudden, for it must 
have been going on for some time.. The im- 
mediate cause was that the creditors whose 
bills had beea withheld began to dun for pay- 
ment. The house supposed they owed nothing, 
but on inquiry the whole bundle of unpaid ac- 
counts tumbled in on them. It must have 
been a very unpleasant surprise, but it could 
have been avoided if the bilis, instead of being 
sent to the buyer, had come directly to the firm 
and a record been made of them in the books. 
In that case concealment would nave been im- 
possible, and the house would have aiways had 
a knowledge of its indebtedness with which to 
check off any excessive profits that might ap- 
pear in the business of the department.“ 

„Can the house be held responsible for ac- 
counts that have not been rendered directiy?”’ 

% I the. buyer in making purchases as an 
agent of the house receives a commission from 
the seller the firm is not liable for the debt 
which he contracts. 1 believe this is a well- 
gettied principie of commercial law, and that 
such a claim would be a validdefense if proven. 
The buyer will not be apt to criminate 
himselt by confessmg that he received 
a commission on purchases made for 
his employers, and as for the 
sellers, no house that permitted the acknowl- 
edgment of paying a commission to buyers, 
could bold upits head among the trade. It 
would be avoided as if it hung out the yellow 
lag. I understand that the excuse of dere- 
lict head of the department is that he happened 
to put the bilis in his pocket before starting 
for Europe, and carried them around with him 
on his foreign trip, by which accident they 
failed to reach the firm.”’ 

The statement of Mr. B. F. Brooks, the coun- 
gel for Jordan, Marsh & Co., that the system of 
remunerating buyers and agents by selling 
parties is the dry- rot of all mercantile busi- 
ness, has been very generally criticised. 

A number of merchants, prominent in the 
different departments of trade, were seen this 
morning and asked their opinion of the mat- 
ter. The inquiry proved that the statement 
that the practice is a general one is not cred- 
ited. Of course, as one man said, and he 
voiced the opinion of several: One finds 
thieves everywhere, and it is not likely the 
buyers and agents of mercantile houses are all 
bonest men, but when one js detected in re- 
ceiving commissions the firm employing bim 
discharges him and setties the difficulty. A 
firm which keeps close track of its own busi- 
ness and looks after all the departments soon de- 
tects irreguiarities. The taking of commissions 
is not a common practice, as buyers are paid 
well, and it is to their interest to get goods of 
the best class as cheaply as possible and not to 
take inferior articles. If they do, what de- 
comes of their standing with the firm? Some- 
times, .of course, presents may be made or 
money is ioaned to buyers. There sre some 
chicanery and some favoritism. as in every 
branch of trade, but the taking of commissions 
is too dangerous a thing to be a common prac- 
tice.”” 

New Tonk, Sept. 29.—[Special.|—-The as- 
gsertion of the lawyer for Jordan, Marsh & Co. 
of Boston, that the ciaims of the New York 
houses are frauds and a conspiracy to cheat, 
has excited more surprise than even the re- 
fusalto bay.

It is asserted that the alleged claims are of 
remote date, and that the goods were never re- 
ceived.” 

“The greater portion of the goods were 
Bhipped to them in the months of February, 
March, April, May, and June of this year. In 
looking over the new catalogue which Jordan, 
Marsh & Co. issue we find a large portion of 
our goods represented therein. The goods 


must therefore have been received.”

ANOTHER WALL STREET FIRM SUCCUMBS. 

New York, Sept. 29.—[Special. |—It isa long 
time since the street has had such a thunder- 
bolt from a clear sky as was precipitated upon 
it today when it was announced that the well- 
known house of Soutter & Co. bad made an 
assignment to Morris R. Miller. The news was 
received with general incredulity, and not 


until it was confirmed by the officia! announce- | 


ment at the Stock Exchange was it accepted as 
a fact. In the assignment preferences are 
made to the estate of Louis Hansen, the 
Twenty-third street tailor, who shot himself 
at Storm King Mountain July 4 last, to 
the amount of $30,000, and to Robert Garrett 


& Sons, the Baltimore banking-house, for 


$39,000. Mr. Miller, the assignee, said that it 
was impossibie to give any reasonable estimate 
of the liabilities or assets, but was quite posi- 
tive that the firm would be able to pay dollar 
for dollar within a few days, when sufficient 
time should have elapsed to enabie them to 
realize on their securities. 

Mr. Franklin Edwards, who, with Mr. W. K. 
Soutter, were the general partners of the 
firm, was at Mr. Miller’s office. during the aft- 
ernoon, and said that the suspension 
of the firm was due to two causes—viz: the 
suit brought by the Duchess D’Anxy, the wid- 
ow of Robert Soutter, for an accounting of the 
estate of the father of the brothers, Mr. James 
T. Soutter, and which had, through an injunc- 
tion, temporarily locked up $100,000 of the 
firm's capital; and, further, to the fact that 
several ‘large customers of the firm, notably 
two, who resided in other cities, who bad been 
largely short of St. Paul and Lake Shore 
stocks, bad failed to respond to calls for 
more margins, and thus precipitated the 
troubles. The preference of $39,000 to Robert 
Garrett & Sons, Mr. Edwards said, was for 
cash received for operations on the stocks of 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey. The firm 
saw two days since that they could not avoid 
financial troubles and accorcingiy settled 
up their outstanding contracts on the ex- 
change, clearing through the firm of H. I. 
Nicholas & Co., with whom they deposited 
$50,000 in securities as collateral. The sched- 
ules of the suspended firm had not been pre- 
pared up to the close of business. The 
liabilities»will not exceed $50,000. The house 
has been known as the great bear house of the 
street. Since the panic of May, 1884, in which 
it was oredited with having oleared $1,000,000, 
it bas done an enormous business on the bear 
side of the market, numbering among its cus- 
tomers Jay Gould, Addison Cammack, Charlies 
J. Muborn, and other speculative luminaries. 

For several years the house had a Nationa; 
reputation as the determined adversary of Jay 
Gould and bis associates, especiaily in the long 
contest over Union Pacific, which Soutter 
boldly contigued to sell short, predicting that 
it would prove to be a second Denver & Rio 
Grande, and his gains were enormous. Mr. 
Soutter became a Gould convert during the 
Metropolitan-Manhattan imbroglio. It was 
said at the Petroleum Exchange that the firm 
had been operating on the bear side of the oil 
market during the last three months, in 
which oil has advanced 80 cents per bar- 
rel, and their losses in this way 
had been fully as large as upon 
the Stock Exchange. The firm, which held an 
enviable position among the Stock Exchange 
firms, was formed about twenty years since. 
Mr. W. K. Soutter is not alone prominent in 
Wall street, but is also a well-known figure in 
New York society. Oneof his sisters is the 
wife of the Rev. J. Morgan Dix, and another is 
married to Edward M. Bell, a nephew of Isaac 
Bell. . . 

Mr. W. K. Soutter late in the day filed a spe- 
cial assignment, also to Mr. Miller, the assignee 
of the firm. 


MERCANTILE FAILURES—AN IMPROVEMENT. 

New York, Sept. 29.—The mercantile fail- 
ures in the United States for the quarter end- 
ing Sept. 30, as reported by R. G. Dun & Co.“ s 
Mercantile . Agency, number 2,123, against 
2,846 in the corresponding quarter of 1884. The 
liabilities show a remarkabie decline, amount- 
ing to $23,800,000, against $56,600,000 in the 
third quarter of 1884. For the last nine 
months the failures showed a slight increase in 
number over those of last year, but a very 
marked decline in liabilities, bem in number 
8,167, compared with 7,856 for the first 
nine months of 1884, an increase of 311. The 
liabilities, bowever, were only $97,000,000, 
compared with $181,000,000 in the first nine 
months of 1884. The failures tbroughout the 
Dominion of Canada for the quarter ending 
Sept. 20 were 254, compared with 227 for the 
corresponding quarter of 1884. The liabilities 
are $1,911,000, while the liabilities for the cor- 
responding quarter of 1884 were $4,112,000. For 
the first nine months of 1885 the total failures 
numbered 944, compared with 979 for the first 
nine months of 1884. The liabilities amount 
to a trifle over $7,000,000, while in 1884 for the 
first nine months the liabilities amounted to 


$14, 855,000.

Mr. L. Z. Leiter Begins Another Suit 
Against Schlesinger & Mayer, 
Tenants of Pike, 


Reticence Shown by All Parties to the 
Litigation — Wabash Avenue 
Property Sold. 


It was learned yesterday from a contractor 


who is in a position to know that in about two 


weeks from date work will begin on one of the 
largest and finest buildings of the kind that have 
ever been planned in this city or in any other 
in the country. It is the intention of Marshall 
Field to put up a ten-story fire-proof ware- 
house which shall cover the whole of the 
block owned by him bounded by Adams, 
Quincy, Fifth avenue, and Franklin. This is a 
small block as compared with most of those ot 
the South Side, but it is so large that the build- 
ing which shall cover the whole of it will be 
an enormous one. None other, indeed, 
would do for a wholesale trade of such 
dimensions as that of Field’s. It is 
understood that the reason why the present 
one is to be abandoned is not only because 
there is not room enough there, but also be- 
cause the ground does not belong to Mr. Field. 
It is made up of many lots which were leased 
by Field & Leiter when they built there after 
the fire, ana the lease will expire in about three 
and a half years. Part of the ground—the 
larger part—is owned by L. C. P. Freer, some 
belongs to the estate of Dr. Foster, and part of 
it to the Peacock estate. It may not be easy to 
get a new lease on satisfactory terms, and 
then, too, there is not ground enough. Be- 
sides which; the corner of Madison and Market 
might pay better were it used for something 
beside a wholesale store. The plans for the 
immense warehouse have, it is understood, 
been prepared by S. S. Beaman, and it is the 
certainty that the work of excavating will 
begin so soon which has put the contractors on 
the alert. 


LEITER’S SUITS AGAINST SCHLESINGER & 
MAYER—MR, R. S. PIKE’S POSITION. 

L. Z. Leiter commenced a suit in the Supe- 
rior Court against Schlesinger & Mayer to re- 
cover $10,000 damages for wrongfully taking 
possession of the store on the southeast corner 
of State and Madison streets. This is the'sec- 
ond suit, another having been begun Monday, 
as stated yesterday. The ground, it will be 
remembered, belongs to Mr. Leiter. The 
buildings are the property of Mr. R. 8. Pike, 
who had a lease of the ground expirmg last 
July, with a privilege of renewal. Mr. Pike 
was seen yesterday to get his side of the story, 
and to find why he wanted the new lease made 
out to one Raspin R. Cherry, who, 
according 10 Mr. Leiter’s representative, 
was little more than a day-laborer. Mr. 
Pike was very reticent, but claimed 
that there was no ground for the action, and 
that the lease, which was in Cherry's posses- 
sion, ran to Oct. 15. Mr. Pike said that as a 
prudent business-man he did not want to sign 
the lease of the ground himself. He preferred 
to have any rights which he might have to a 
new lease transferred to Cherry, and the lease 
for the new term made out to the latter and 
That was a wer 
of doing such things which was quite common 
among business-men. Mr. Leiter understood 
that such an arrangement was proposed, and 
did not object to it. Nor should he. Mr. Leiter 
had ample security ior any lease madc to 
Cherry. He had the ground, and while the 
buildings were there they were also security. 
If they were burned down and not rebuilt, 
then the ground would revert to Mr. 
Leiter. Mr. Pike said that he did not 
care to be obliged to rebuild if it 
should so bappen that the buildings were 
burned down. Neither did he wish to have 
the rent charge a lien upon any other property 
he might have, which would be the were 
the iease made directly to him. E> wanted 
the leasing ot this particular property made a 
special transaction, not involving in any man- 
ner whatsoever anything else that might belong 
to him. Cherry he claimed never to have seen, 
as all business was transacted through law- 
yers. 

The man Cherry seems to be a mysterious 
sort of a personage. He has operated in real 
estate to a large extent through E. A. Cum- 
mings & Co. It was stated at their office that 
he bad the handling of a great deal of money, 


’ but whether it was his own or not they could 


not say. In his dealings with them 
he haa alwuys been perfectly straightforward. 
They knew nothing about him except in a 
busimess way. An inspection of his dwelling 
place at No. 261 West Taylor street went to 
show that if he did control large sums they 
were not his own. He is lodgea in the base- 
ment of a three-story frame tenement house 
in a neighborhood which is anything but 
‘*swell.”” The house was quite in keepme 
with its surroundings, and emitted a musty 
smell which was not pleasant. In response to 
the inquiry of a reporter Mrs. Cherry ex- 
claimed: **What! Do they want bim on that 
lease again? Well, you cam#t see him today. 
He's gone to Pullman or some other place in 
the country, and 1 don't know when he'll be 
back. He ain't bere much any way. You'd 
better go and see his lawyer. 
address.“ After a little search she brought 
out a piece of yellow paper with the name W. 
C. Goudy written upon it. Mr. Goudy was 
seen, but said his relations with his clieat were 
confidential and he could say nothing at all in 
regard to the case. Mr. Goudy is aiso Mr. 
Pike’s lawyer. 

A reporter called upon Messrs. E. G. Isham 
and T. Benton Leiter to ascertain the meaning 
of the second proceeding against Schiesinger 
Mr. Isham said the story would be 
a long one, and, as be wasn’t feeling well, in- 
vited the reporter to call again and get the 
matter in chapters.

‘pump’ us as to- the particulars of our lease 
with Mri Pike, and we have as frequently 
politely refused to give him any informauon 
in that directuon, because it was none of bis 
business. He wants to get a look at that 
lease, and by this last move he evidently 
intends to attempt to compel us to 
produce the document in court. I have my 
own idea as to the fairness of this proceeding, 
but, as the fight lies between bimself and Pike, 
I will say nothing, but will await results.“ 

„ According to the terms of the lease, what 
disposition was to be made of the. buildings 
when the ground-lease expired?“ 

“ The privilege of buying them at a fair ap- 
praisement was given the owner of the 
ground. By the way, there is a little feat- 
ure in this muddle that hasn't cropped 
out yet. At the time State street was widened 
the City Council condemned something like 
fifty feet of the lots to do the work, and I be- 
lieve that Pike demanded a rebate on this con- 
demned portion of the ground, and Leiter re- 
fuses to grantit.

You have been told that it is intel- 
lectual discipline, and that is profoundly true. 
I do not need to add what you have 
been recently told on that subject, 
but I can tell you that your own 
will power must be exercised. Select your 
course, lay out your work, and then carry it 
out faithfuily to the end. I must gpeak on 
another question: If I thought that this uni- 
versity was simply to strengthen your intellect 
I would pray that all these buildings might 
slide down this bill and into yonder lake. Do 
not try to be smart, but do everything that 
comes to your lot in a faithful and satisfactory 
manner. It is the object of,Cornell University 
to strengthen men both intellectually and 
morally. Do not fau to attend the scr- 
mons that are given in this chapel. 
I have spoken feelingly on this point 
every time that I have addressed you, 
and I repeat it again. in noother place in 
this country is there such a course presented 
as here. Attend them all. You cannot help 
but receive an impetus that will heip to ele- 
vate your manliness and religious character. 
Now, in closing, I wish to say that you all are 
interested in the weifare of Cornell; you are all 
coworkers with Ezra Cornell and his successors 
in Duiiding up an institution which | sincerely 
believe will in afew years equal any in the 
world.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 29.—-[Special. |—The 
Revenue Commission revonvened here today, 
with all present but Messrs. Field and Warren. 
The, Hon. E. B. Warner, for many years a 
member of the State Board of Equalization, 
addressed the commission, giving them the 
benefit of bis long experience in revenue mat- 
ters.

system. Mr. Waller offered the following res- 


olution relative to assessing at a fair cash value, 
and it was laid over for future consideration: 

WHEREAS, The Constitution of the State of In- 
nois requires that the General Assembly shall pro- 
vide such revenue as may be needful by levying a 


| tax by valuation, so that every person and cor- 


poration shall pay a tax in proportion to the value 
of his, her, or its property. such value to be ascer- 
tained by some person or persons to be elected or 
appointed in such manner as the General Assembly 
shall direct, and not otherwise; and 

WHEREAS, The present revised law of this State, 
made in conformity to said Constitution, requires, 
in levying such tax, that both real and personal 
property shail be valued at its fair cash value; and 

WHEREAS, A wide and steadily-increasing de- 
parture from the standard of exactness and im- 
partiality has caused great inequality and injus- 
tice in the levying of such tax, and has given rise 
to a system which is pernicious and unjust in the 
extreme, letting off certain favored individuals 
and kinds or clusses of property at the discretion 
of the Assessors with a mere nominal tax- 
ation, and imposing the great burden of 
applying the necessary revenue upon the 
rest. In proof of this, while with a 
large portion of taxpayers, especially such as own 


their homes and but littie more, there has been but © 


little diminution if any of their annual taxes from 
1878 to 1883. The reports of the State Auditor 
show that the assessed value of the entire property 
of the State in 1873 was $1,210,108,863, and in 1883 it 
was $756,422,291, a falling off of $453,686,672.. Not 
that the State during this decade was receding in 
population and wealth, but because the 
Assessors were departing farther and farther, 
year by year, from the just standard of fair and 
equal taxations fixed by the Constitution and the 
Revenue laws conforming thereto; and, 

WHEREAS, This commission was created for the 
purpose of divising a remedy for this acknowl- 
edged and growing evil, and as it is apparent that 
the practice of a gross and unchecked departure 
from the standard fixed by law—‘“leaying to the 
Assessors almost unlimited discretionary control“ 
—has caused and tostered the evils complained of; 
therefore, 

Resolved, That the proper work of this commis- 
sion is to make no compromise with evil, and thus 
perpetuate it, but to go back to the plain and equi- 
table requirements of the Constitution, frame a 
revenue code in strict compliance therewith, and 


throw such restrictions and penalties around it us | 


safeguards as will compel obedience, and fix a 
maximum limit of taxation not exceeding 1 per 
cent on a fair cash valuation of property to cover 
all actual taxes of every description whatever in 
full; provided, that no class or description of prop- 
erty, and no ownership of nominal value of any 
sort, except that exempted by law, Shall 
be favored or omitted, but that all 
shall de ught to the light and 
made to bear ite fair and just proportion of the 
expenses of government for the protection it re- 
ceives. And in order to carry out this principle 
fairly and fully, such interests as cannot be equita- 
bly reached by valuation, let their proportionate 
shares of the burden be adjusted by such other 
modes as are permitted by the Constitution, and, 
lastly, adjust and define clearly the rate per cent 
of permitted indebtedness under the limitation of 
the Constitution, so far as it be proportioned to the 
standard of valuation adopted, and thus protect 
with certainty the people from both extravagance 
and indebtedness, whether in the State, county, or 
municipality. é: 

At the afternoon session the commission re- 
solved itself into a Committee of the Whole 
and resumed the consideration of the present 
code, section by section. The committee re- 
solved to recommend the following as a substi- 
tute for the first clauses of Sec. 72, relative to 
the election of a County Assessor: 

There shall be elec the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in ovember, A. D. 1888, 
“and every four years thereafter, in each 
county in this State, one County Assessor, 
who shall value for taxation all 
the property in the county required by law to be so 
valued; provided, that in the month of September, 
A. D., 1887, the County Board of each county shail 
appoint a County Assessor who shall hold his office 
until his successor shall be elected and qualified as 
herein provided, but no County Assessor shall be 
eligible to reélection or reappointment until four 
years after the expiration of the term for which he 
shall have been elected or appointed. 

After deciding to devote tomorrow to further 
consideration of the question of the constitu- 
tionality of taxing corporations on their gross 
receipts, the commission adjourned.

THE FIENDS COMMIT NUMEROUS BRUTAL 
MURDERS AND ARE VISITED WITH SPEEDY 
JUSTICE. : 

RALNI RH, N. C., Sept. 29.—Last night four 
negroes—Jerry Finch, his wife, Lee Tyson, and 
John Pattishill—were lynched one mile from 
Pittsboro, Chatham County. They were taken 
from jail, and their bodies were found this 
morning suspended. to a tree near the public 


road. 

[This is the terrible sequel to the triple murder 
of the Finch family the night of July 4 last, and 
of the murder of the Gunter family near the same 
spot some eighteen months ago. There were two 
of the Finch family—Edward, aged 79, and his sis; 

They were found the morning of Sun- 
day, July 5, lying on the floor with their throats 
cut. Near them lay their servant, a negro boy 
aged 16.

ENGLAND is now preparing to annex Bur- 
mah.

French-Canadians in resisting vaccination, 
and have taught that a remedy for the dis- 
ease lay in the more frequent visitations of 
shrines and more copious prayers and confes- 
sions.“ If this be true, it is scarcely subject 
of wonder that the French-Canadians are a 
race held in a sort of contempt by those about 
them. Religion is one thing and superstition 
is another, and people who in the year 1885 
can be influenced by spiritual advice of the 
sort which was current in the dark ages of 
superstition must be ignorant indeed. Thou- 
sands have died of the loathsome pest in 


Montreal, and yet the French of that city, at 


the instigation of their ignorant priests, resist 
vaccination and mob those who propose it. It 
is this slavish bigotry and narrowness of 

thought which have kept the French-Cana- 

dians from making progress with their neigh- 

bors. One generation of asystem of Ameri- 

ean free schools for the French-Canadians 

would make of them another race—one to be 

respected. They are thrifty and industrious ; 

they lack only the means of acquiring intelli- 

gence. 3 

THE VIRGINIA BLOODY-SHIRT CAMy 

PAIGN. , 

The Bourbon press all over this country 
has raised a howl against Senator Sherman 
for waving the bloody shirt, because in the 
Ohio campaign he has demanded the enfran- 
chisement of Republican voters in the South 
and has contended for a free vote and fair 
count in that section of the country, as well 
as in the North, and has further demanded 
that a Bourbon vote in the South, or the vote 
of a Rebel soldier, shall not be allowed to 
count as much as the votes of three Union 
soldiers in the North. This howl has been 
particularly long and strong in Virginia, 
where the ex-Confederates are relying upon 
the memories and associations of the War of 
the Rebellion to elect Fitzhugh Lee their 
Governor and defeat John S. Wise, himself 
a distinguished Confederate officer, who dif- 
fers from Lee, however, in that he has now, 
like a brave soldier, admitted defeat and be- 
come a loyal citizen of the Union again. 

Now, who is waving the bloody shirt—the 
Bourbons of Virginia, headed by Lee, or the 
Republicans of Ohio, headed by Judge For- 
aker, who indorse the keynote of the cam- 
paign which John Sherman has so boldly 
sounded? The issue which Senator Sher- 
man has made has nothing to do with the 
War or the issues which were fought out 
twenty years ago. He has demanded that 
the Republican vote of the South shall not 
be suppressed; that there shall be honest 
elections and unmenaced suffrage; and has 
entered his protest against the inequality of 
representation in Congress and the Electoral 
College, which gives Southern States the 
same number of members in each as North- 
ern, though their vote is from 30 to 50 per 


‘cent smaller than that of the latter. Is this 


waving the bloody shirt? Has this anything 
to.do with the War? It is an issue of 1885, 
not of 1865. It is aclaim for honest suf- 
frage. It is not an appeal to sectional feel- 
ings. It is not predicated upon the animus 
which existed in the South or the North dur- 
j ing the War. It is a vital, important ques- 
| tion of today. 

Compare the methods of the Ohio and 
Virginia campaigns, and see who is waving 
the bloody shirt. Senator Sherman, Judge 
Foraker, and other Republican speakers go 
from place to place and meet their fellow- 
citizens peacefully, without parade or pageant 


of any kind. Armed men do not accompany | 


them on their tours. Democratic speakers 
are not warned that they must not go to this 
or that place, or if they do they will be 
killed. Democrats are not menaced by bodies 
of infantry, cavalry, and artillery passing 
through their towns, flying the old War flags, 
and seeking to arouse the old War prejudices 
against them. There is freedom of speech, 
of opinion, and of action everywhere, and 
the issues of the day are discussed as freely 
and fairly as lawyers argue a case in a court- 
room. The Bourbon campaign in Virginia, 
on the other hand, is conducted upon two 
methods, and two only. By oneof these, ap- 
peals are made to the people to vote against 
the Republicans because the Bourbon State 
of Virginia is so much grander and more 
glorious than any of the Northern States! 
The boast is too silly and puerile to need dis- 
cussion. Mr. Wise punctured it when he 
said in one of his recent speeches: 


Ohio, th ber three million and a half of 
people, her vast wealth, and richly developed 
resources, her mines and manufactories, ber 
great, prosperous cities, the busy hives of in- 
dustry, ber g gantic enterprises, ber thousands 
of miles of ratiroads, ber 


with Lee’s old saddle and bridle, and the 
flag floating at the head of his column is the 
one used by Gen. Pickett at Gettysburg. 
Thus, as the Bourbon papers enthusiastically 
relate, he proceeds upon a tour which must 
arouse the Confederate nenn of every 
Virginian.” 

And yet Bourbons are accusing Senator 
Sherman of waving the bloody shirt because 
he appeals for honest suffrage in the South- 


ern States, and of stirring up sectional feel- 


ing because he protests against the suppres- 
sion of Republican votes in the South! Who 
is waving the bloody shirt—-John Sherman, 
with his bold and indignant demand for fair 
elections, without which our republican form 
of government is a farce, or Fitzhugh Lee, 
at the head of Rebel soldiers flying Rebel 
flags, running his campaign exclusively upon 
the old, dead issues of the War, seeking to 
revive the old Bourbon animosities against 


the negroes and the North, and thus, by men- 


ace and show of armed force, attempting to 
prevent the Republicans from voting in suffi- 
cient strength to defeat him? The fact is, 
as the Richmond correspondent of the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial-Gazette says: All the 
bloody-shirt waving is done by the Bourbons, 
Stump, press, and pulpit join in waving it. 
War issues are revived by every available 
means, the animosities of the War rearoused, 
and the chivairic heart of the Virginian fired 
with the old spirit that sent his father out to 
fight for the sacred Lost Cause.’ Here is 
a revival of race, sectional, and War issues 
beyond anything ever known in the North.” 
All that the Republicans demand is, that 
every citizen of Virginia, white or black. 
shall be permitted to exercise his constitu- 
tional rights. It is all that John Sherman 
demands. Is this waving the bloody shirt? 


ENGLISH TELEGRAPH REFORM. 

The new system of telegraph rates, secured 
by the passage of the Shaw-Lefevre act, will 
go into operation in England tomorrow, and 
will be likely to make a considerable revolu- 
tion in the telegraph business. The impor- 
tance of the change from the old system to 
the people of that country is indicated by the 
London Times, which says: The session 
which upset a Government and redistributed 
political power will be much more vividly 
remembered as the session which brought 
into being an act which enables the people to 
send a telegram for sixpence.”’ 

England was the first country in the world 
to give its people the benefits of cheap teleg- 
raphy. From the time when the Government 
took possession of the lines and put them 
under the administration of the Postal De- 
partment and made its Postmasters operators 
or managers, now fifteen years ago, addresses 
have been free, with a minimum charge— 
whether the body of the message contained 
one word or twenty—ota shilling. The same 
authority quoted above says: It matters not 
whether the sender date from ‘ Guilford’ 
or from ‘Percy Villa, South Albert road, 
Peckham-Rye,’ and whether the addressee 
be described as of ‘Saxmundham,’ or of ‘23 
Victoria-crescent, Earl’s-court road, S. W.“ 
Whatever the length, the post-office, under 
the old system, takes charge of the address 


| and counts the gain on the short against the 


loss on the long.” - Under the new system 
the address will be charged for, and the 
sender, for purpose of registration and future 
reference, places his name on the back. A 
new tariff of a half-penny a word is estab~ 
lished, with a minimum charge of sixpence 
for twelve words or less. The names of 
towns and villages, however complex they 
may be, will be reckoned as one word. Ini- 
tial letters will still be counted as words, ex- 
cept in case of those designating London dis- 
tricts. Five figures will reckon as one word, 
instead of being counted as one word each, 
as is now the case in this country. Finally, 
in case of redirection of a dispatch, the 
charge will be sixpence, irrespective of 
length, if the new address is in the same 
town or the same London district; otherwise 
the full rate will be charged. 

Such are the principal features of the new 
system, and it cannot be denied that itis a 
great improvement. Under the old system 
not one person in ten perhaps wanted to 
send twenty words, and yet they paid for 
the full amount if they did not send more 
than three words. Now they can send 
twelve words for 12 cents. They can easily 
figure the cost, and they are charged only for 
what they get. Thus the rate is not only 
cheaper, but the system is much more con- 
venient in every way. Financially it is an 
experiment at present. The average cost of 
a dispatch in England is 10 pence and the 
average receipt 13 pence. Under. the new 
system it is estimated that the average re- 
ceipt will be 8 pence. At the same time 
it is assumed that under the reduction from 
a shilling to a sixpence private dispatches 
not alone will increase, but business-men 
will also greatly increase the. number and the 
length of their messages, as business-men in 
this country have through the medium ot 
night-dispatching, though they do not have 
the English advantage in cheap telegra- 
phy of immediate delivery. The London 
Times thinks that there will be a great in- 
crease in messages pertaining to small busi- 
ness transactions with a corresponding effect 
upon retail trade, and that ‘‘ cheap telegrams 
will work in with the parcel post and the 
two together will complete the separation 
that is being brought about between the small 
shopkeeper and the customers who happen 
to live near him.” Apparently it is des- 
tined to have a radical influence on the meth- 
ods of trade, and perhaps will be far-reach- 
ing enough to influence télegraph tariffs in 
this country, which have already felt the ef- 
fect of the English system of cheap telegra- 
phy, though reductions here have deen 
mainly caused by competition. 


WHEAT SALES FOR EXPORT. 

Not a few commercial.men are noting it as 
a curious fact that English purchases of for- 
eign wheat for forward delivery are very 
small this year as compared with previous 
seasons. There are two causes for the devia- 
tion from the rule of former years. First, 
the existence of our large visible supply has 
formed a standing discouragement to foreign 
buyers, as they entertained the idea that the 
longer they waited the more cheaply could 
they buy, on account of the growing pressure 
of the load here and elsewhere. Second, the 
existence of a big premium for the carrying 
of wheat into future months here, which 
is phenomenal at this time of the 
year, has made it uphill work for the men 
who usually offer about the time of harvest 
wheat to be delivered later in the season at a 
discount from prices current for cash lots at 


| the date of the sale. In ordinary years the 


trade has generally rated deliveries on the 
new crop as worth less than those on the 


old. not so much because of a difference in | 


‘vestas it could be forwarded to 


market! 
That condition of things has been wanting 
this year, and so both sellers and buyers have 
held aloof, the consequence being a very 
light business, as the transactions were limit- 
ed to a few Sales to meet the market and 


not have been held here in the absence of a 


premium for carrying, and in that event it 
might have descended to a very low price 
before it met with customers to take it away 
in sufficient quantity to relieve the market. 

It is by no means certain that the hold- 
ing of this wheat is an unmitigated evil; 
though it has been, and is now, recognized 
as an incubus on the trade. The gradual 
development of the facts in regard to the 
yield of our harvest this year points more 
and more strongly to the conclusion that we 
have no more wheat on hand from both the 
old and new crops than can be easily disposed 
of. ‘The fact that farmers in the Northwest 
are inclined to market their wheat proves 
nothing either way, as it is simply a conse 
quence of the necessity of obtaining money 
with which to pay bills that mature imme- 
diately after the harvest time. The result is 
a plenty of grain in the markets just now, 
and it may involve a further increase in our 
visible supply; but that does not alter the 
situation, which appears to give us a surpius 
of about a hundred million bushels of Wheat 
which can be exported as wheat and flour. 
If but little of the grain can be moved with- 
our grinding there is good reason to believe 
that as much as can be spared will be got rid 
of by the millers of the United States, and 
that for this very reason they will have a 
great deal more to say than in former years 
in regard to the price that shall be paid to 
the farmers of the West for their wheat at 
interior market points. 

We have previously called attention to the 
fact that the character of our export trade in 
breadstuffs has changed materially within the 
last few years, from the operation of internal 
causes as well as external ones. The growth 
of the milling interest renders it each year 
more difficult to sell wheat in the berry for 
export, as the flour is offered at a cheaper 
rate, notwithstanding the fact that mill offal 
commands a high price in the British Isles 
for feeding to live stock, For this reason 
the absence of an export demand for wheat 
is a much less powerful argument in favor of 
lower prices here than it used to be. If 
the flour be wanted abroad, or even if 
it be taken in response to an urgent 
offering of the property; our surplus is 
in process of diminution just as much as if 
the equivalent in grain were exported. This 
appears to have been the case recently. The 
millers of this country have been active, and 
the indications are that a great deal of their 
manufacture is for shipment abroad, while it 
is intimated by certain parties here that they 
(the millers) keep the fact as quiet as possi- 
ble because they have to buy the wheat and 
do not want to give sellers a pretext for de- 
manding higher prices for the grain. In 
such a case as this our visible supply be- 
comes the reserve of a reserve, and all the 
more permanent in its stay in store because 
it is not likely to be drawn upon till the gen- 
eral stock of the country has evidently be- 
come a scanty one.

THE IOWA FUSION TICKET. 

The head and front of the Iowa Fusion 
ticket is Democratic to the last degree, 
Candidate Whiting, as an Alabama slave- 
owner and afterwards as an Iowa Copper- 
head and disunionist, has established the 
genuineness of his Democracy beyond all 
question. In fact, his nomination is the fit- 
test one made by the Democratic party in 
any of the States this year, and it was highly 
proper that he should be chosen in prefer- 
ence to a Union soldier who spent several 
years of his life attempting to ‘* coerce sov- 
ereign States” and suppress the Slavehold- 
ers’ Rebellion. When the Democrats as- 
sembled in convention they knew they would 
not be permitted to make an entire ticket, 
but must give some of the places to the 
Greenbackers in accordance with Weaver’s 
plan for a fusion. Hence they sought to 
make up in quality what they lost in quanti- 
ty, and accordingly named W hiting as a man 
having enough condensed Democracy for a 
score of ordinary Bourbons. As a former 
slave-owner, Lincoln-hater, Union War-de- 
nouncer, draft-dodger, and disunionist he 


| was substantially without an equal in Iowa, 


and it was thought Democracy strong as his 
would flavor the entire ticket. The Demo- 
cratic element of the Fusion ticket, although 
limited in quantity, is of the rankest possible 
quality. 

The Greenbackers showed the same lively 
anxiety to avoid being swindled in the fusion 
partnership. Limited asto the number of 
candidates, they too determined to make se- 
lections of the strongest possible quality. 
Most of the Greenbackers are Prohibitionists 
in principle, and, as they were compelied to 
stand on a platform which declares for free 


and unadulterated whisky, they sought to 


secure themselves by naming for Lieutenant- 
Governor a man about equally distinguished 
asa rabid Prohibitionist, woman-suffragist, 


and financial crank. The individual selected | 


is generally known in Iowa as Heifer-Calf 
Gillette,” because of the argument he made 
in Congress some years agoon the price of 
this species of calves in the West. His gro- 
tesque displays in Congress gave him a breeze 
of passing notoriety, but his constituents 
summarily retired him at the end of his first 
term, to the great regret ot many lovers of 
humor in Congress. Asa crank Gillette is 
superior even to *‘ Calamity” Weller. His 
crankism reaches out further and embraces a 
greater number of topics. Some of his inti- 
mate acquaintances think him actually in- 
sane on financial questions, but he is equally 
wild in regard to prohibition and woman suf- 
frage. In presenting him, therefore, the 
Greenbackers felt that they had secured the 
strongest possible offset to Whiting—a man 
cranky on everything except Democracy—but 
it is still a matter of doubt which party got 
the worst of the bargain in making up the 
Fusion ticket. 

Fusions,“ said an English statesman, 
“always begin with the desire of two parties 
to cheat a third and end with cheating each 
other.” Many Iowa Democrats and Green- 
backers take this view of the Fusion ticket al- 
ready. The Bourbons are, of course, de- 
lighted beyond measure with Whiting, who 
is the best representative of Secession Democ- 
racy nominated anywhere this year; but 
they are disgusted with Gillette, the rabid 
Prohibitionist and woman-suffragist. Even 
Whiting’s malodorous political presence can- 
not obscure the offensiveness of Gillette. 
The Greenbackers, on the other hand, lack 
sufficient stomach for Whiting. Many of the 
Greenbackers were Union soldiers, and the 
majority of them are sincere Nationalists at 
heart. Even the leaven of Gillette does not 


on the people is Van Peltism.” To such a 
dangerous pass had Van Peltism come that 
at the Presidential election last fall and the 
municipal election last spring the honest 
voters of the city found that they could not 
express their will at the polls.

It has given them as 
perfect a law as can be made, based upon the 
experiences of great Eastern cities. It com- 
bines the best features of election laws de- 
vised by the united wisdom of Republicans 
and Democrats, and especially of the New 
York law drawn up by Samuel J. Tilden to 
correct the unendurable evils which had 
grown out of the corrupt régime of Tweed & 
Co. As these laws were carefully drawn, 
and have been in operation long enough to 
demonstrate their practical efficiency, the 
framers of .the Chicago law could not do bet- 
ter than to apply them as far as it was possi- 


ble in reforming the evils which had grown 


up out of Van Peltism. It now becomes the 

duty, therefore, of every honest, law-abiding 

citizen of Chicago, Democrat as well as Re- 
publican, to do his utmost towards the ratifi- 

cation of this law. Every rascal and dishon- 

est politician in Chicago will vote against it.

Solid for the Davenport 
Ticket.

New York, Sept. 29.— Special. The quęs- 
tion, Where is Gen. Slocum?“ was revived 
today with redoubled frequency and emphasis. 
„ Boss McLaughiin was sent for to see what 
he knew about the General. The boss came 


to the Hoffman House and had a confiiential 


interview with Gov. Hill. He didn't appear to 
know anything definit about Gen. Slocum or 
his intentions, but be is reported to have said 
that he thought W. RE. Smith of Clinton would 
be a good candidate to fill the gap. 

While speculations involving a free use of 
Gen. Slocum’s name were going on, Messrs. 
Spriggs and Adams returned from Brooklyn 
with the information that Gen. Slocum was 
nowhere to be found. On bearing this report 
the Chairman hastily called the committee to- 
gether and without further delay they pro- 
ceeded to fill the vacant place on the ticket, 
selecting Gen. Edward F. Jones of Bingham- 
ton. No other candidate was named. He was 
Gov. Hill’s choice, and the Governor had 80 
manipulated the State Committee that Jones’ 
nomination was a foregone conclusion after 
the Slocum farce was played out. 

[Gen. Jones was born in Massachusetts, and is 
57 years of age. At the outbreak of the Rebellion 
he was Colonel ot tHe Sixth Regiment of Massa- 
chusetts Militia, which was the first to respond to 
the call for troops to defend Washing- 
ton, and the first to reach the Capital. 
The regiment served three years, and was sta- 
tioned most of the time in the vicinity of New Or- 
leans, but was not engaged in any important bat- 
tles during the War. Col. Jones was brevetted 
Brigadier-General at the close of his service, and, 
returning to the North, settled in Binghamton, 
where he has been engaged tor many years in the 
manufacture of scales. He was once a member of 
the Massachusetts Legislature before the War, 
and since he has resided in Binghamton he bas run 
twice for Congress on the Democratic ticket. He 
was once a Republican, but went of with Greeley 
in 1872. } 

Democrats at the Hoffman House this evening 


called attention to the fact that with the ex- 
ception ‘of Chapin, every candidate on the 
ticket hails from a county that always gives 
Republican majorities. 

Gen. Jones subsequently appeared before 
the State Committee and formally accepted the 
nomination. 

Irving Hall, at a mass-meeting tonight, rati- 
fied the Democratic nominauons. Ex-Senator 
T. C. Ecclesine made a speech in which he 
referred to mugwumps as “traitors in their 
own party ana disturbers in ours.” Civil 
service was a heresy and offensive partisan- 
ship was its twin brother; and the Saratoga 
nominations were meant to emphasize the 
reverse of these doctrines. 

New Tonk, Sept. 29.—Inquiry as to the gen- 
eral sentiment of the so-called Cleveland Re- 
publicans in reeard to the coming State eleoc- 
don was today made. The result indicates 
that te mugwump vote will be practically 
solid in support of the Republican State ticket. 
George Walton Green, Secretary of the Na- 
tional Committee of Independents and Repub- 
licans, which did effective work last fall for 
Cleveland, said that he had yet to hear of a 
single Republican that voted for Cleveland who 
did not intend to vote against Gov. Hill. His 


position in connection with it, however, had 


naturally brought him into contact with a 
great many Republicans who sympathized with 
the aims of the committee last year, and he 
could speak with confidence as to their general 
feeling at present. Curious as it might seem 
from a superficial view, it was the general feel- 
ing that Cleveland’s policy could be best sus- 
tained by the defeat of his own party in this 
State, considermg the character of the candi- 


date it presented. The platforms of the two

CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 29.—[Special.]—There 
can be no doubt of the fact that the new Regis- 
try law .is no barrier to Democratic frauds. 
There have been already upwards of 800 regis- 
tries, all in strong Democratic precincts, that 
are illegal, and the Republican détectives will 
be kept busy spotting and arresting them at 
the polis.

In the Sixth and Ninth Wards fully two- 
thirds of the entire voting population have ap- 
peared at the polis.

it the power of writing messages or stories of 
adventure and love, as the operator may de- 
sire, in the purest English and the most ap- 
proved style. Only twothings are necessary— 
the generation of an electric current between 
the man and the machine and the. exercise of 
powerful psychic forces which will place 
the operator in  perfeot accord with 
the mysterious intricacies of the box; 
also, there is needed somebody to turn 
the crank. The machine at present 
is the sole property of the American Specialty 
Cow pany. Dealers in Hardware Novelties and 
Developers of Meritorious Inventions,’’ with an 
office at Nos. 167 and 169 Washington street. 
The principais in this company are Joseph W. 
Osborn and Josiah T. Hair. A few days ago 
they found a customer for an interest in 
the mythograpb in the person of 
Robert Abrahams of No. 497 Emer- 
son avenue, an enterprising individual who 
said be sould make beaps of money with it on 
street corners and at country fairs. He would 
use it as a kind of fortune-teller and astound 
the world. The workings of the machine were 
explained to him. Mr. Osborn turned the 
crank and Mr. Hair fed the mythograph with 
blank paper. There was a whirr ot wheels, a 
sound of rustiing paper, and, behold! out 
came tender love-letters, melting stories of af- 
fection and marriage after the styie of the aft- 
ernoon paper second-page sketches, and weird, 
wild tales that would put Hugh Conway to the 
blush. Some were written and some printed, 
but that didn’t make any difference with the 
machine, Mr. Abrahams was told; if he would 
sendfor a Chinaman the mythograph would 
turn out one of those horrible nightmares on 
brown paper known as a wasb-bill. Mr. Abra- 
hams says he did not notice that the paper fed 
the machine was printed or written on 
one side, and that it was put in blank 
side up. On the contrary, he went 
into ecstasies over this last triumph of man 
over the impossible,” and paid $100 fora ma- 
chine. Then be went home and generated 
electricity and read a treatise on psychology 
aud fed the machine paper and turned the 
crank. The paper came out blank, he says. 
Hair and Osborn were arrested for conspiracy 
to cheat and are under bonds to appear before 
Justice Meech, 

Messrs. Hare and Osborn say, however, that 
Abrahams knew just what he was buying, and 
that the nature of the machine was fully ex- 
plained to him, and that it was due to his own 
mismanagement that he could not make any 
money out of it at the State Fair, where he 
took it. They say that there is no fraud about 
it and that it is simply an ingenious and pieas- 
ing toy. They are confident that they will be 
acquitted.

$300,000, and the company objects, as one of 
the appraisers is a stockholder in the tna 
Lif>Insurance Company, which holds a $250,- 
000 mortgage on the property. The directors 
favor making up the impairment of capital by 
having those of the policy-boiders throughout 
the country who wish to go into the plan take 
this building at $600,000 and pay for it wholly 
or in part in the surrender of 
the values of their policies. This 
would diminish the liabilities to the amount of 
$100,000, the difference between the old and 
the new appraisals, and as it would reduce the 
alleged impairment by that amount there 
would not be such an impairment remaining 
as would warrant a receiversbip. This plan 
will be submitted to the court for considera- 
tion.

ROBERT GARRETT’S STATEMENT, 


THE OPERATIONS OF THE BALTIMORE & 
OHIO. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 29.— A morning paper 
will print tomorrow a lengthy statement ema- 
nating from Mr. Robert Garrett relative to the 
position of the Baltimore & Ohio Company in 
the freight-rate difficulties of the trunk lines 
and the telegraph controversies. It 
will say that “No settlement of trunk 
line differences is possible with- 


out the concurrence and codperation 
of the Baltimore & Ohio. which long since pos- 
itively determined to agree to no settlement or 
restoration of rates until absolute protection 
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is secured to the Baltimore & Ohio interests, 
not only in Baltimore, but in Philadelphia, 
New York, and wherever it is interested; 
and that concession will have to be made by 
other trunk lines, and it is claimed that 
the Baltimore & Ohio Compuny has deen 
victorious in every war of rates into 
which it has been forced; and that 
its success was mainly due to its small cash 
capital and immense surplus fund, as against 
the large watered stock of its New York com- 
petitors. Mr. Garrett says that he will most 
positively refuse to accept the law of transpor- 
tation from New York, and will make any sac- 
rifice of temporary prosperity for the greater 
benefit of either his railroad or telegraph lines. 

A circular in regard to the affairs of the Ohio 
& Mississippi Railway is included in the arti- 
cle, which says that, Although Mr. Garrett 
bas left England without coming to any definit 
proposition or lease, several interviews have 
been had with parties interested respecting a 
lease of the Ono & Mississippi lines by the 
Baltimore & Ohio Company, and that during 
the negot ia uous communications were received 
from President King of the Erie Raiiroad 
Company, regarding which Mr. Garrett consid- 
ered it necessary that he should personally 
consult with Mr. King before making any 
definit proposition.

go reported that business, but since then in- 
gisted upon reporting it at the low contract 
rate.

balances accordingly. The Milwaukee & St. 
Paul being a small amount over its allotted

Paul's representative insisted that his company 
bad never agreed to report the dressed beef

THE Sr. PAUL & DULUTH NOT SOLD. 

A dispatch from Minneapolis published in 
yesterday's TRIBUNE stated that the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul interest in the St. Paul & Duluth 
Raliroad had been sold to a syndicate headed 
by Jobn B. Colgate of New York. The dis- 
patch also stated that Mr. Colgate was heavily 
interested in the Wisconsin Central, from 
which the inference was drawn that tke Wis- 
consin Central, acting in conjunction with the 
Manitoba, bas secured a controlling interest in 
the St. Paul & Duluth. It was further stated 

that Mr. Colgate, General-Manager Finney, 
and Counsel Howard Morris of the Wisconsin 
Central were on their way to Chicago to com- 
plete arrangements for taking possession of 
the new property. Mr. Colgate arrived in 
Chicago yesterday, but de was not accom- 
panied by Messrs. Finney or Howard Morris. 
Mr.o Colgate said: The dispatch is true only 
so far as it relates to my having ieft thére with 
Messrs. Finney and Morris. There is not one 
word of truth in the statement that a syndicate 
headed by myself bas purchased the St. Paul 
& Duluth Road. No such project has ever 
been under consideration. I was in the Nortb- 
west On strictly private business, and meeting 
Messrs. Finney and Morris in Minneapolis I 
came an with them as far as Milwaukes, and 
from there Icame on to Chicago alone. Not 
only have lL not purchased a controlling inter- 
est in the St. Paul & Duluth, but I have lately 
been trying to sell some stock I have in that 
road.” 
IMPENDING COLLAPSE OF THE TRANSCON- 

TINENTAL ASSOCIATION. 

Transcontinental Association affairs are get- 
ting continually into worse shape, and it be- 
comes more evident every Gay that a fight be- 
tween the various roads interested in the Pa- 
cific coast business cannot be much longer 
avoided. It was hoped by the managers of the 
various roads that the Southern Pacific would 
pay the balances due the other roads under 
the award of Arbitrators Bogue, Gray, and 
Ford. But it appears that the Southern Pacific 
(Central Pacific) still adheres to its position 
and refuses to settle its balances. It is

gation Company when the amounts due them 
from the Southern Pacific are not paid. 
THE ANTI-CAR-LOAD AGITATION. 

The Chicago Freight Bureau, through Com- 
missioner C. M. Wicker, has put in pamphiet 
form the petitions of the wholesale and job- 
bing grocers of Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. 
Louis in favor of changes in the joint Western 
classification on articles handied by them. The 
argument on behalf of Chicago is also present- 
ed. The design has been to put in compact 
form ali the facts which it is desirable to piace 
before the meeting of the Classification Com- 
mittee in Chicago next week, when the final ef- 
fort will be made to have the ruinous discrimi- 
nation between car-loads and less than car- 
loads abolished.

A NEW ELECTRIC TELEPHONE SYSTEM FOR 
MOVING TRAINS. 

Paw Paw, Mich., Sept. 29.—[Special.]—For 
some time past workmen have been construct- 
ing a telephone line along the track of the 
narrow-gage railroad between this place and 
Lawton, by means of which a moving train 


may communicate with the stations on either 


side of itself or with another moving train. 
They have now completed their line, and the 
triala made seemin every way satisfactory. 
The poles holding the wire are all piaced near 
the track and at an even distance from iti. On 
each pole at a level ot twelve feet above the 
rail a single arm extends towards the track. 
On the upper side of this arm stand the small 
iron vises or ge that hold the wire. A gas- 
pipe standard erected upon the cab 
of the engine reaching up to a level 
with the wire. From this standard 
there extend two stationary arms, one reach- 
ing forward and one backward. A cap made 
to turn either right or left fits upon the top of 
this standard. To this cap is attached by a 
hinge joint the long iron arm which rests upon 
the wire. This arm reaches beyond the 
standard and the excess of weight on the one 
side is balanced by a spring upon the other, so 
that but a few ounces of weight rest upon the 
wire. From the short arms before described 
two springs of equal strength extend to the 
long arm, bolding it at right angles to the 
track. An insuiated wire is soldered to the 
long arm and brought down through the hol- 
low standard into the cab. From there it runs 
into a car and js attached to an ordinary Bell 
telephone, the engine or the trucks of the car 
being used as a ground: It was feared that 
these might not prove a good ground connec- 
tion, but the experiments made give good re- 
sults. One other difficulty had to be removed 
by trial—namely: Whether the contact of a 
rod moving swiftly along the wire would be 
steady enough to transmit an even current. 
The working of the apparatus described proved 
so satistactory as to surprise the most san- 
guine. Conversation in the cars while running 
ata rapid rate was held with the stations on 
either side with no more difficulty than be- 
tween two common telephone stations. It is 
reported that the Union Pacific officials are 
coming here shortly to investigate the work- 
ings of the apparatus, preparatory to putting it 
into use upon their road.

BRAZIL. 
HER EMANCIPATION ACT. 

The fear that the Government Slave bill 
would again fail of enactment in the Brazilian 
Senate and Chamber of Deputies this year as it 
did last has proved unfounded. The meagure 
has just been passed by both branches, and 
thus a law more important, perhaps, for the 
future of the Empire than any that has been 


placed on the statute books during the last ten 
years will presumably go into operation. 

The general features of the new Emancipa- 
tion act have been made somewhat familiar by 
its discussion during the last twelve months. 
Presuming that it remains substantially as it 
reached its final stage, it frees at once siaves 
who have already reached or passed the age of 
60, while all who may hereafter attain that age 
thereby become freedmen. It requires a new 
registry of all slaves and sets certain 
values on them for purposes of 
emancipation depending on age. 
a new fund for purchasing freedoms, chiefly 
by an extra tax of 5 per cent on all sources of 
taxation except exports, while keeping up 
existing fund derived from various sources. 
It provides for the care of aged or sick slaves 
by their masters and obliges the freedmen to 
work for a certain number of years under cer- 
tain conditions afteremancipation and in the 
locality where they may have been freed. It 
also encourages immediate emancipation 
by giving half the registered value of 
slaves to the planter who will exact only 
five years’ additional service in payment 
of the other half. Various provisions relate 
to freeing old slaves, providing free labor at 
the Government's expense, and so on. It 18. 
in short, a comprehensive and elaborate meas- 
ure, which was Jiscussed at last year’s extraor, 
dinary session, and came up on the very first 
day of this year’s ordinary session, May 2 
The voting on itin the Chamber of Deputies 
began early m July, and the interests involved 
in it, financial and agricultural, were so great 
that it was at one time feared that it would go 
over to another year. 

Brazil has done herself honor fl this act. 
The new registration is expected, we believe, to 
show something near 1,200,000 slaves. With 
the provisions for the immediate emancipation 
of the and other persons the number will 
quickly fall below a million, and then will rap- 
idly decrease as advantage is taken of the pro- 
visions of the new act. The sincerity of Bra- 
zil in the great work to which it has devoted 
itself is practicaliy attested by the heavy taxes 
to which it submits. It will be a proud day 
for the Empire when its task is completed.

Vessel-Owners Must Pay Premiums Before

The relative position of carrier and shipper was 


reversed yesterday. It was the first-time in many 
weeks that there had existed anything like basi- 
ness activity in the market for lake grain freights, 
and the vessel-agents took advantage of it: In- 
stead of chasing around among the shippers in 


search of a load they remained passive and allowed 


the shippers to seek for vessels. The demand was 
stimulated by a prospective advance in all-rail 
rates and increased rates of cargo insurance. An- 
other point in favor of carriers was that storage on 
wheat expires today, and the fact that shippers 
were making further inqtiries for tonnagse last 
évetiing leads carriers to expett that ali 
vessela that can be got to the é6ie- 
vyators if time to save storage will 
find cargoes. Rates to all ports except Lake On- 
tario were quoted M cent higher. Buffalo freights 
were strong at 16 cents for corn and 1% cents for 
wheat, and one steamer, to arrive from Milwau- 
kee, was chartered to load flaxseed for Buffalo at 2 
cents. It is generally expected that spot room will 
readily command 1% cents on eorn and 2 cents on 
wheat to Buffalo today. Freights to Georgian Bay 
ports advanced from 1K cents to 14% cents. Char- 
ters were made at 4% cents to Port Huron and 3 
cents to Kingston.

The officiais 
thought they would be able to make room for the 
Pfister’s cargo tomorrow morning. Several other 
large Duluth cargoes are due here tomorrow and 
next day. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 29.—[Special.]—The policy

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NO PROSPECTS OF IMPROVEMENT. 


The little spurt in freights yesterday will prob- 
ably cause many vessel-oOwners who intended to 
lay their boats up to hold off another month. It 
has been an unusually bad year for the lake 
marine, and there is now little or no inducement 
to keep tonnage in commission, but the majority 
of vessel-owners die hard, andif there is even a 
slight indication of an improvement during the re- 
maining two months of the navigable séason they 
will not give up. Many, however, have abandoned 
all hope and do not piace the slightest confidence 
in the improvement of yesterday as being the 
initial movement of a revival of the lake carrying 
trade. Thereis really nothing on which te base 
any hopes for permanent activity. There is but 
little corn in the West to be shipped, and by the 
time the new crop begins to come in the season 
will be nearly at an end. To be sure, there are 
upwards of 12,000,000 busheis of wheat in store at 
Chicago, but the bulk of it has been here nearly a 
year, and there is no indic&tion of its being moved. 
Milwaukee has some wheat, but less than a half 
dozen cargoes have been shipped from that port 
since last spring. Duluth has shipped more wheat 
than all the other ports put together, but the ele- 
vators at that port are now almost empty, and ves- 
sels cannot expect to obtain much employment 
there after the middie of October. Ore shipments 
are also dwindling down to almost nothing. About 
the only vessels finding employment in that trade 
are those that obtained season contracts early in 
the spring. Mostof these contracts have nearly 
expired, and the receiving-docks are fairly glutted 
with stock which bas been sent down by the mine- 
owners in order to take advantage of the extreme 
low rates. Despite the many predictions to the 
contrary, the lumber-carrying trade has remained 
in the same unprofitabie condition that it was when 
the season opened, and even the most sanguine 
vessel-owner cannot see any encouraging signs of 
its improving. Those who have studied the situa- 
tion carefully are fully convinced that the lake- 
carrying trade will never be restored to a paying 
basis until at least ope-third of the present ton- 


nage is retired.

LICENSES REVOKED—THE SMALL-POX QUES- 
TION. 

The State Board of Health held a special 
meeting at the Grand Pacific yesterday, and 
audited bills for the current quarter amount- 
ing to $3,820. A number of cases in which un- 
professional conduct was charged against 
practicing physicians were taken up, and in 
two cases the licenses to practice were revoked. 
The first case was that of Dr. George F. Potts. 
It seems that a doctor of St. Louis named 
J. Cressett McCoy bas been traveling to Belle- 
ville and Alton, but his license to practice in 
this State was revoked. He continued bis ad- 
vertising, however, but Potts personated bim. 
When patients cailed for Dr. McCoy, Potts was 
McCoy, but when the State Health authorities 


Called upon him Potts was Potts. To straighten 


matters out Potts’ license was revoked, and 
now Potts will be Potts and McUoy will be Mo- 
Coy if either are caught practicing medicine in 
Illinois. The other victim of the board's 
wrath was Dr. Richard J. Curley. He has 
served a vicarious atonement for Dr. J. I. 
Lighthall, one of the itinerant practitioners 
who go about with brass bands and heal by 
wholesale, their greatest feat bemg to pull a 
dozen teeth a minute or a second or some 
other short period of time without pain to the 
losers of the  before-mentioned molars. 
Lightnall has been circulating through 
Peoria and that region and many of the natives 
thereof soon after gave up green corn and 
beefstake and took to watermelon and soup.

WESTERN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 
FORMAL OPENING OF THIS EPISCOPAL INSTITU- 
TUTION—DISTINGUISHED DIVINES PRESENT. 

About 200 persons attended the formal open- 
ing of the Western Theological Seminary yes 
terday in the handsome new structure recently 
completea on Washington boulevard, now Call- 

avenue. Among the eminent clergy 


bocker of Indiana, Archdeacon Vesey of Hunt- 
ingdon, England (who accompanies Canon 
Farrar on his travels through this country), 
the Rev. Dr. Leffingwell of St. Mary's 


.College, Knoxville, and the Rev. Dr. Gray, 


Warden of Racine College. Besides these 
most of the clefgymen of the city and suburbs 
attended—about forty in all. Dr. Tolman 
Wheeler, the founder of the institution, was 
an interested listener. Among the prominent 
laymen present were Postmaster Judd and C. 
R. Larrabee, Treasurer of the diocese. 

The ceremonies began by a procession to 
the chapel, headed by the cathedral choir, all 
the Bishops being ciad in their episcopal vest- 
ments, the clergy being robed in their sur- 
plices and white stoles. A communion serv- 
ice was held, the Rt.-Rev. Dr. McLaren officiat- 
ing. as celebrant and Bishops Seymour and 
Knockerbocker as assistants. Bishop McLaren 
was also the preacher of the occasion. He se- 
lected as his text: 


And the tables were the work of God, and the 
writing was the writing of God, graven upon the 
tables. — Bæodus zarrti., 16. 

He began his address by saying: That 
beart must be schooled to indifference which 
does not beat quicker in contempiating the be- 
ginning of things here today. A school for 
training men in the divinist of arts, estab- 
lished, equipped, partially endowed, and ready 
for its work in the great metropolis of the 
interior. The overwhelming thought is that 
the great God hath wrought this thing. But, 
giving God all the praise, we should not be es- 
topped from honoring the good man, who, in 
the maturity of his judgment and the generosi- 
ty of his heart, willingly tollowed the guid- 
ing influence which descended from above, 


and has established this memorial to God for 


blessings received, which should perpetually 
impart blessings to others.’’ The speaker 
dwelt upon the advantages Chicago possessed 


as a central location for such an institution, 


and the great opportunities afforded to theo- 
logical students for culture and experience in 
a large city. In referring to the future of the 
students he said: ‘*A cloistered erudition must 
in this active age and land be the exception. 
It is only in theg large city that the overconfi- 


dence and the pride of priest can be taugbt 


that men pass among their fellow-men only for 
what they are worth and no more. An ortho- 
dox minister who does not breathe the breath 
of the nineteenth century and catch the broad 
spirit of the earnest West will not win men in 
any profound way to the catholic faith.’’ 

The clergy retired in the same order, the 
choir singing a processional bymn.. They then 
repaired to the refectory with the other guests, 
where a tasteful and wholesome lunch had 
been spread by the women of St. Mary’s So- 
ciety. Here speeches were made by the Rev. 
Dr. Clinton Locke, Bishops Seymour and 
Knickerbocker, Prof. W. J. Gold, the Rey. A. 
Z. Gray, and the Rev. T. N. Morrison Jr. This 
closed the day’s ceremonies. The Board of 
Trustees afterwards heid a meeting to accept 
students, regulate their quarters, and the like.

The cost of the structure, exclusive of the in- 
strument, was $8,000. The whole of Mr. 
Gatbhmann's house bears the marks of bis de- 
votion to this subject. ‘The hall, the parlor, 
and especially the rooms and walls 
of the observatory are filled with 
globes, maps, and illustrations of every 
phase of astronomical observation. The 
telescope which he has had for some years 
mounted in the small square tower of his resi- 
dence was made by Schroeder of London. It 
cost $1,700, and has an object-glass seven and 
a half inches in diameter. It is an instrument 
of high finish, with much of the paraphernali¢ 
of the largest telescopes, including a fluder.“ 
The machinery for adjusting it is unique, and 
is entirely of Mr. Gathmann’s own invention 
and manufacture. The observatory was pur- 
posely adapted to a larger instrument, as it is 
his purpose to secure a larger one before a 
great while, He has in the instrument-room 
the smail telescope, three feet long, with 
which he began his observations, and which 
has been constantiy supplanted with larger 
ones until the present instrument was obtained. 
But this bas only whetted bis appetite forsome- 
thing better, and Clark of Boston is likely to 
receive an order before long for a telescope for 
Mr. Gathmann with an object-glass at least 
twelve inches in diameter. Mr. Gathmann isa 
subscriber to all the periodical astronomical 
literature of Germany, and amuses himseli 
with confirming by his own observation the ob- 
servations of all the great astronomers of 
Europe. He is in his observatory every even- 
ing when the sky is clear, and sometimes works 
until 2 o'clock in the morning. He says he is 
utterly at a loss to know why peopie of means 
throw away their wealth in mere aulmal en- 
joy meat, while at a smaller expense they might 
enjoy the sublime and ennobling emotions of 
the astronomer. 


HENBANE. 
THE ALKALOID NOT A POPULAR DRUG IN 
CHICAGO. 

In one of Tue Taispuner’s Sunday specials a 
sketch was given of the dangerous practice of 
hyoscine-eating and the extent to which it has 
been carried in New York. Hard drinkers and 
sentimental young men, instead of quieting 
their disordered nerves with chloral hydrate or 
bromine, stupefy themselves with hyoscine. 

It is bard to understand what fascination 
there is in its use, or how it can attain to the 
dignity of avice. Opium-smoking excites the 
nerves and brain, and begets all sorts 
of delightiul visions, while chloral hydrate 
is a more delicious intoxicant than ever 
brewer brewed. Hyoscine, however, 
casts one into a sudden sleep which neither 
pleasure nor pain can penetrate. It is an al- 
kaloid of henbane and one of the deadliest poi- 
sons found on the druggist’s sheif. One grain 
of it will kill the strongest man, and more than 
sixty one-hundredths of a grain is never given. 
Its continuous use leads to utter imbecility 
and eventually to physical paralysis. Its use 
in Chicago, however, seems to be very restrict- 
ed. A prominent chemist said that in the last 
year be had not sold a grain of it. Another 
said that he had occasionally filled a prescrip- 
tion in which an infinitesimal amount of hy- 
oscine was used, but even this was rare. It 
cannot be bought at a drug-shop save by a 
known physician, and even the wholesale drug- 
gists, whose rules sre much less strict, will not 
sell it to any except licensed druggists. It is 
hardly possible that byoscine-eating will ever 
supplant the more enticing and less dangerous 
vice of opium-smoking. 


RAILROAD PROPERTY. 
PROBABILITY OF A TEST TAX CASE WITH THE 
MONON LINE. 


Monday evening a deputy from the County 
Treasurer's office called upon Chief Deputy- 
Sheriff Matson and asked for a Deputy-Sheriff 
to make a levy on some property of the Louis- 
ville, New Albany & Chicago Railroad Com- 
pany in satisfaction of unpaid taxes to the 


amount of $4,300. Deputy-Sheriff Potter was 
assigned for the duty and levied upontwo loco- 
motives in the roundhouse of the road on 
Forty-fifth street. The engines were needed 


badly yesterday, and before noon the railroad 


company appealed to the Coroner, and replev- 
ied the property from the Sheriff on the 
ground that the company owned no property 
in Cook County or in the State of Illinois, as 
the cars belonging to it were run on leased 
tracks and from leased depots in this State.

An increment of 
3,600 cubic feet per second, a little more than 
the present discharge, would supply a channel

A SUCCESSFUL TEST. 

As stated, there was no discharge from the 
reservoirs to aid navigation or tor experiment 
until after Aug. 10. The fuli addidon of 8,000 
teet per second was reached on the 29th. It 
takes from fifteen to twenty days for the effect 
to be felt at St. Paul. The Mississippi River at 
this point fell steadily until the 23d of August. 
From the Ist to the 23d the water surface de- 
clined one and three-tenths feet. Meantime all 
the upper tributaries were falling steadily. 
From the 28d or August to the Slst the gage- 
reading at St. Paul remained stationary. The 
3lst the water surface rose one-tenth and re- 
mained at that point until Sept. 4. When the 
decline was thus checked there was nothing 
but the action of the reservoirs to produce the 
effect. The Minnesota River showed a genera! 
recession continuing to Sent. 8. The Crow 
Wing continued to fali until Sept. 9. Pine River, 
Sandy Lake Hiver, Prairie River, every 
principal tributary above St. Paul, was 
falling. No rainfail of any consequence 
Was reported. The change in the Mi- 
sissippi was wrought by the gradually in- 
creasing discharge from the reservoirs be- 
tween the 10th and 29th of August, and was al- 
most if not altogether independent of any 
other cause. The gage at Grand Rapids on the 
Mississippi showed 1.15 feet in the channel 
Aug. 9, 4.25 feet Aug. 15, and 5.96 feet Aug. 30, 
which stage bad been. maintained up to the 
date of the latest reports. At Aitkin the gage 
showed 1.7 feet Aug. Tl and 4.1 feet Sept. 5. 
There were 8.9 feet in the channel at St. Paul 
at the date of writing. Of course it will take 
time and many observations to separate the 
effect of reservoir water from spurts,“ due 
to local rains on the one hand and from the re- 
iarding influence of failing tributaries on the 
other. But making every allowance, taking 
into account the stage of water in all the 
streams, and reasoning from effécts produced 
in previous years when the reservoirs were 
not in potential existence, the most conserva- 
tive conclusion is that, although only three 
dams are in operation, the river at St. 
Paul but for them would have deen 
one foot lower than it was the last of August, 
and besides thus checking the deo ine the res- 
ervoir water bas materially assisted in produ- 
cing at the Jow-water season of the year an 
actual rise of water surface. It bas been seen 
what this means to navigation. It has been 
seen that it is the first experimentai work of 
the most distant reservoirs, those whose effects 
are most seriously neutralized by the long dis- 
tunces over whicb their discharge must travel. 
The test ie aertainly a success. From the re- 
maining reservoirs, having a Cischarging ca- 


‘pacity almost equal to these three, and the 


nearest of them some 200 miles closer to St. 
Paul, an even more considerable effect may be 


expected. 
WHAT THE GOVERNMENT HAS DONE. 

This is the work which can appeal for judg- 
ment to the Nation because it bas fulfilled the 
promises of theory by the test of practice. It 
bas received total appropriations to the 
amount of $585,000. Outof this sum about 
$16,000 was set aside by a commission appoint- 
ed by the Department of the Interior to com- 
pensate Indians for damages by overflow to 
their lands. They refused to take the money, 
claiming the compensation to be inadequate, 
and no further action bas been taken. Besides 
this, the entire plant for construction was 
purchased from the appropriation, and 
with tne remainder these vast works 
have been built. It would probabiy be 
bard to find any work of internal im- 
provement where greater actual results have 
beon accomplished with an equal appropria- 
tion. To Maj. Charies J. Ailen of the United 
States Engineers belongs the credit of having 
carried to success in the wildervess this g 
gantic work assignedto bim; that it sbouid 
have answered all reasonable expectation is 
the final triumph of his unwavering faith and 
bis energetic ana able supervision. The reser- 
voir system is thus in operation before the 

otry. 
8 8 INCIDENTAL BENEFITS. 

There are incidental benefits which may 
fairly lay claim to some consideration. A 
steady flow of water is of Value to all water- 
powe:s. An added volume heips logging oper- 
ations, though the tendency Of enterprising 
lambermen now is to saw the timber as near 
as possib.e to the point where the trees were 
felied, and to transport the products to market 
by rail. Under the most unfavorable condi- 
tions the few completed reservoirs, being those 
furthest frot the work they have to do, have 
not disappointed the hopes or prophecies of 
their advocates. They have kept the river 
at a stage irom ose foot to one and a half 
feet bigher than it would have been without 
them, a gain to navigadon can be appre- 
ciated best by river mon, who know what a 
few inches, more or less, of water mean 
when the river is nearing its average low-water 
mark. They have stored surplus re@gpfall that 
would otherwise have run to waste, and sent :t 
to the aid of struggiitig commerce.

_ **] bave seen all the Presidents since James 
Madison, and have taiked with them all ex- 
cept President Cleveland. Iam going down 
to see him soon. I saw Mr. Madison when be 
bad to drive away from the White House 
when the British burned it in 1814—to keep 
trom being captured. I also saw him when he 
returned to it after it was fixed up and painted 
white. It is a white house now, but it wus not 
one then. It was more yellow sandstone color 
than anything eise. All of the front was 
blacked up by the smoke when it was burned. 
That’s the reason they painted it. Before that 
it was the same coior of the Treasury portico, 
and was built out of the same quarry of sand- 
stone. I have about proved m/ case, and will 
soon get my pension as a soldier in the Revo- 
lutionary War, thovgeh I wasn’t a soldier, only 
a body-rervant. One ot the newspapers said 
some years ago that I was the body-servant of 
Gen. Washington. President Lincoln called to 
see me once and told me about it bemg in the 
papers, but I was not. I was tne body-servant 
of Lieut. George Graff. I never saw Gen. 
Wasbington that I know of. 

‘** Lieut. Graff came to Rock ville, Montgomery 
County, Md., and buught a farm in the year 
1781. The court-nouse records will show that 
I was free the year after, having been bound 
to him. I was freed when I was 21 years old. 
My mother first gave me, when Il was 6 or 7 
years old, to Mrs. Caterer to raise.. Mrs. Caterer 
was a poor woman, but she promised she would 
raise me so as to play with ner children. Four 
or five years afterward it was fixed up that I 
was to be sold to a Georgia pianter. He was 
going to kidnap me. The plan was that 1 
should be sent out to shut the gate at night 
and this Georgia man was to catch me. I toid 
about it, and Mr. George Graff laid an injunc- 
tion on ber to keep her from selling me. 
Judge then bound me to Mr. George Graff til: 
I was of age. Mr. Graff was a rich man. My 
free papers are recorded at the Montgomery 
County Court-House, but I have lost them.

James McPherson 
were the first officers of the first artillery; com- 
paoy that had cannons in Frederick. There were 
no bands of music then—onily drums and fifes. 
This artil.ery company was ordered to Balti- 
more to guard the place. Some of the other 
artiliery went to Lorktown. The officers did 
not charge for their services. They volun- 
teered iree, though the privates got’ $8 per 
month. It I was a young man I would not bea 
booy-servunt again, for a body-servant is in as 
much danger as a soldier or an officer. Lieut. 
Graff gave me orders that when be beckoned 
to me to bring bim us canteen and whisky and 
to give bimadrink, and to keep my eyes ou 
him when his men were loading and 
firing. He said if 1 did not come he 
would shoot me on the spot, and if he got shot 
I was to take him to his tent and take all his 
things and silver tomy mistress, who was bis 
Wife. Admiral Porter showed me one day ten 
years ago a map of Federal Hill, and [ pointed 
out where we were camped. He said his 
grandfather was camped there the same time 
we were, but I did not know him. 

„In the War of 1812 I was living at Brooke- 
ville, twenty miles from Washington, with the 
Quakers. The tirst war I remember was Brad- 
docx’s war with the Indians; the second was a 
fore gn War with King George and the French; 
the third, Gen. Washington’s war; and fourth 
was tho war of 1812; tne fifth was the Florida 
war; the sixth was the Mexican war; and the 
seventh was Gen. Grant's war. 

‘* Lieut. Graff and myself were not in Gen. 
Wasbingion’s war, but the second year after 
the surrender of Lord Cornwallis we were 
ordered to Baltimore to do picket duty. I re- 
member, in the Town of Frederick, when the 
authorities were enlisting meu for the old 
Revolutionary War—Gen. Washington’s war. 
That was over 100 years ago.“ 

NOT MUCH OF A SMOKER. 

Getting off the subject of war the old man 
said: “I smoked when I was a boy and for 
some time after I grew up, but was never 
mucb of a smoker. I never chewed tobacco, 
because Il was not allowed to. Mr. Graff said 
it did not look good for a boy to chew, ana I 
did not cnew. He chewed, and the ruffles of 
his shirt were dirty all the time witb tobacco 
juice. I believe that was the reason ne op- 
posed my chewing. Yes, I have drank some 
liquor in my lie, but very litue. I haven't 
touched adrop of any kind of liquor since Gen. 
Lafayette came to this country. I was awful 
drunk the night he arrived, but after that no 
more. My experience has been with white 
and colored people that liquor causes more 
trouble than everything else put togewer. 
Light suppers, even if late, don't do any one 


greasy stuff at night. Ice-cream should never 
be eaten as late assundown. It is dangerous 
for night eating and is not healthy at any time, 
Regularity in everything is beveficiai, and es- 
pecially so about paying all bills that are due. 
If you ain't got an tum don't promise, only 
pay when you have money. In my early days 
there was but little liquor made in this coun- 
try. It was all imported. High-toned gentie- 
men drank rather pbeavy and played cards 
strong. They would play the saddies off their 
horses.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


A SILVERITE’S VIEWS ON THE WARNER 
CERTIFICATE SCHEME. 

Cu1caGo, Sept. 28.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
[am glad to see that THe TRIBUNE 80 
promptiy espouses the cause of the producing 
sections upon the most important question 
now before the American people—namely: 
What shall be their mooey or the measure of 
the value of their property? One class owns 
the measure and the other (by far the more 
numerous class) owns the property in other 
- forms. The ratio is perhaps as one to thirty. 
Plainly, legisiation, which has for its aim the 
greatest good to the greatest number, should 
not be for the benefit of the former and to the 
detriment of the latter class.

This bill treats silver and 
deals with it as merchandise. Under this bill 
there is to be no further coinage of silver as 
money. In the piace of it tho Government is 
to receive on deposit silver bullion and issue 
for it certificates at its market value at the 
time of the deposit, redeemabie at the option 
ofthe Secretary of the Treasury in law:ul 
money or silver bullion at its market value at 
the time of presentation. Under th s law gold 
will de the only lawful money, and, as the 
demand tor this metal is constantly in- 
creasing and its supply constantly di- 
minisbing, silver, with all other commodities 
and forms of property, inclading labor, will 
- continuaily fall away from it. The bull on 
represented by these certificates will continue 
to decline alter it is deposited with the Gov- 
ernment, and of course the value of tne certi'- 
icates which represent it will continue to de- 
cline. It seems to me their real character 
would be better expressed by them 
warebouse receipts, tor the Government, when 
called upon to redeem them, would return the 
builion rather than pay for them with gold.

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The leading produce markets were dull and 
steady yesterday, being mostly monotonous. 
There was little doing on outside account in a 
speculative way, but more buying for shipment in 
some directions, which was chiefly due to the de- 
sire to take advantage of current freight rates be- 
fore the advance expected to be effected with the 
opening of the coming month. More would have 
been done but for the fact that cars were scarce. 

Provisions were a good deal steadier, with only 
a light trade. They sold of a little at the outset, 
in spite of higher prices for hogs at the Stock- 
Yards, but soon recov and then exhibited Iit- 
tle change. The principal feature was the relative 
strength in cush staff, especially lard, which was 
wanted for shipment, probably because of the 
threatened rise in rail treight rates. There was 
also some covering of short pork early in the day, 
and Armour was reported to be a free buyer of 
ribs in the afternoon. It was remarked that pro- 
visions would perhaps have been firmer but for 
the tameness in corn. Pork declined 10e, to $8.25 
for October, improved to $8.35, and closed 
at 98.2746 pid, with November at ic dis- 
count and January at 85c premium. December 
sold at $8.40 and the year at 88.276. Lard closed

The street markets were dull except for green 
fruits, for which there was a fair demand, espe- 
Cially for peaches. Very heavy receipts came in 
from Michigan, and storekeepers and shippers 
took hold freeiy, as it was about the last chance 
they would have of supplying their customers with 
the fruit tor canning and otherwise. Butter was 
about le lower all round. It is asserted by 
those who ought to know that the public prefer 
to use butterine to butter when the latter is not of 
the choicest brands. It is questionable if they 
would do so if they knew of what the former was 
Cum posed, but chacun a son gout.. Cheese was firm- 
er, but there was no improvement in the demand. 
The market for groceries was unchanged. Hay 
was steady and in fair request. 

The dry-goods market continued fairly active, 
mail and telegraph orders coming in freely. Con- 
siderabie personal trading was done by buyers 
from outside towns. The rush of packing and 
shipping is nearly over, and jobbing and commis- 
sion houses are getting down to a steady business. 
The wholesale millinery establishments are kept 
quite busy, especially by customers from the éoun- 
try, and the boot and shoe manufacturers report a 
good volume of trading. 

It is said that rather large quantities of our sam- 
ple wheat are being taken by Milwaukee millers, 
the supply of low grades at that point not being 
equal to the demand. This may not last forever. 
It is well known that the receipts of the new crop 
are more tardy at Milwaukee than here on account 
of the difference in latitude, 

A dispateh from New York says that the deliver- 
ies of wheat by farmers in California are increas- 
ing. It is not by any means certain that those in 
the Northwest will be heavy in the near tuture. A 
telegram received here yesterday says that the 
railroad deliveries in that section are about one- 
third larger than a week ago, but that those by 
the farmers do not show any material increase. 

A lot of 50,000 bu wheat was taken last Monday 
in La Crosse to go to Minneapolis, and as much 
more yesterday. This makes 100,000 ba in two 
days, and indicates that the millers in the last- 
named city are not yet overcrowded with wheat as 
a result of the recent advance in prices by the 
millers’ association. 

A good deal of talk was heard yesterday about 
the alleged presence of “ irreguiar pork“ in this 
city. The supposition is that reference is made to 
some that bas grown rusty, and thus out of cendi- 
tion; not to pork packed in a different manner 
from that prescribed by the rules. Inquiry elicited 
the expression of opinion by parties who ought to 


know that the charge is in all probability without 
foundation. Of course there may be here and there 


a barrel that will not pass muster and has been 
thrown out by the inspectors, but thut is the case 
nearly every year. Thereis no reason to think 
that conditions are worse this season than the 
average. 

It is a curious fact that both yesterday and the 
day before cash wheat commanded a premium over 
the price for October in this market. There would 
be nothing in this worthy of remark were it not 
that stocks are so large as to bave formed a dead 
weight on the trade for a long while past. And the 
existence of the premium now does not indicate 
much of a demand for shipment. It chiefy de- 
pends upon the fact that the wheat in store is be- 
lag carried on differences, and it costs a littie 
money to replace a given parcel of grain in the 
matter of insurance, besides the trouble of the 
operation. Then the pecaliar arrangements of the 
trade are such that summer receipts of wheat al- 
ready in store cost less to be carried through the 
winter than does grain on which Ie has now to be 
paid for the first ten days.

It is plain that if there was 
a free and unrestricted coinage of silver, as 
there is of gold, the bullion in the silver dollar 
would be as valuabie as the coined dollar, tor 
if the owner cou d not get as many dollars for 
his bullion in the market as be could obtain 
tor itfrom the mint he would take it to tne 
mint. ‘There is a greater popular demand for 
the silver dollar than the gold dollar, and in the 
smaller every-day transaction; it is much more 
convenient for use as money. In lurger trans- 
actions either coin is used, but their place is 
Supplied with paper money, convertibie into 
coin at the will of the bo.der. These silver 
certificates are as convenient a form of money 
as gold certificates and circulate among the 
peopie as readily. It is true that United States 
bonds, if payable only in gold, will advance ia 
value as gold advances. As stated by Mr. 
Gage. President of the Bankers’ Convention, in 
his inaugural address, the banks have $500,- 
000.000 in these bonds, about four hundred and 
forty millions in other bonds and secur ties, 
and in claims against the people nearly $2,500,- 
000. 000. But the grout mass of the people, the
